F1RE-PROOF THEATRES. 


The recent calamity at Brooklyn 


has excited inquiry into the best 
m-ans of ensuring safety in build- 
ings used for public assemblies. 
It 


is not necessary to dive very deeply 
into the science of chemistry to ren- 
der theatres secure from any iue 
that may originate on the stage clm- 
m~ a performance; and if the public 
can be assured that such security ex- 
ists there would be less likelihood of 
a panic through fear of fire. Tho 
cry of "fire 
would be shorn of its 


terroii. On Tuesday last, experi- 
ments were made at Wallack's the- 
atre, in New York, in which iue- 
proof scenery was submitted to 
fierce Hames for several minutes 
without igniting. 
The materials 


used for reucleiing the scenery fire- 
proof were a solution of tungstate of 
soda and afterwards silicate of soda. 
The English war department has 
caused experiments to be made to 
test tho utility of an application of 
tho silicate of soda. Specimens of 
wood were soaked a few horns ia a 
weak solution of the salt, which nas 
found to penetrate about one-quar- 
ter of au inch, and to render the 
•ftood difficult to burn. Painting 
the wood with tho salt was equally 
effectual. But the best results were 
obtained by going over the coaling 
of the silicate of so .a with another 
of lirno whitewash, and after this 
had stood a few honrs coating it 
with another stronger solution of 
the soda. The first solution should 
be prepared by mixing with one 
measuie of the thick sirup of silicate 
of soda three measures of water the 
wood should be brushed oveiMuth 
this, as much being laid on as the 
wood can be made to absorb. When 
nearly dry the lime-wush of creamy 
csonaiitence is applied, and after this 
has become modeiately dry, the so 
Inrion prepared with two parts o 
sirup to three of water is laid on 
-.vith the brush. The coveiing thu 
prepared adheres very ^ell, eve 
when exposed to a stream of wate 
and rains. The cost of such a pre 
raration is about four cent? to te 
square feet.
